Roger Rabbit #3 was another 
splendid issue to add to the growing 
stack down in my room. | enjoyed 
both stories very much. When | re- 
cently saw “Roller Coaster Rabbit" 
with the film Dick Tracy, remember- 
ing the comic added a new 
dimension to the film.
